THE SAGASTA CABINET 


Gossip About the New Turn In 


Spanish Affairs. 


TREATMENT OF PRISONERS- 


V U Kxpcctcd That Ama««ty WtU Karly 


Be Granted to Mart al the 


American* D*talc*d 


Washington. Oct. 5.—One result of 


the formation of a Sagasta cabinet in 
Spain, it is believed, will be the grant- 
ing of amnesty to most, if not all, the 
American prisoners held in Cuba, and 
th* pardon of many Cubans condemned 
to imprisonment 
OB the 
island of 


Ceuta. 


There has been no official intima- 


tion that each action would be taken, 
but it is said to be a natural and nec- 
essary part of th« new Spanish policy, 
involving the withdrawal of General 
Weyler and th« adoption of more con- 
ciliatory Clans. The Competitor's pris- 
oners, it is expected, will be released 
early, and Miss Cieneros also. 


Concerning pending: claims, such as 


that in the case of Or. Hull, it is Mid 
that, a commission probably will be 
proposed to deal with all claims aria- 
ing during th* rebellion, and there are 
intimations that steps toward the cre- 
ation of such a commission are now 
under way. 


Although there U continued reti- 


cence at the state department concern- 
ing Spanish-Cuban affairs, it is under- 
stood that the government has been 
informed that Spain will offer aatonu- 
tny to Cuba similar to that enjoyed by 
Canada, and in administration circles 
ihe prevalent opinion 8e*ms to be that 
if a full measure of real autonomy is 
offered 11 should be accepted by the 
Cubans. The Incoming of the Sagasta 
cabinet Is welcomed by the adminis- 
tration, which several weeks ago was 
apprehensive of a. posiible early dis- 
turbance of our friendly relation* with 
Spain. 


The 
statements 
attributed to the 


new premier that he would favor the 
largest measure of autonomy has di- 
rected attention to the past efforts to- 
ward autonomy. Those offered by the 
Conservative cabinet and made known 
to the United States through the Span- 
ish minister, Dupuy dft Lome, contem- 
plated a council of 
administration, 


elected la part by the Cubans, which 
wan to havean advisory power in shap- 
ing the affairs of the island. 


This plan has taken the form of a 


lengthy decree, which has been already 
gazetted, although it haa never been 
put into effect In Cuba, \twing to the 
disturbed conditions. The objection 
found to this plan was that while It 
wa* in name autonomy, it did not give 
rest home rule, as the Cuban council 
was not to b* a legislative body with 
final powers of making laws, but mere- 
ly en advisory council. 


In contrast with this it is said that 


the Liberal plan of autonomy, as <Je- 
sirpd by the Autonomist party of Cu- 
ba, contemplates a colonial parliament 
or legislature, with 
Dual powers of 


law making, save tbc usual power cf 
vcio preserved in all forms of consti- 
tutional government.

INDIA RUBBER. 


Testa by Whieb tbe Quality of the Ma- 


tcrial Mar Be Estsbliilted. 


Some few years »go Lieutenant Via- 


dimiroff cf the Russian navy made a se- 
ries of experiments to establish the test- 
ng of rubber goods on a sound and sat- 
isfactory rvssis, the following being the 
main conclusions at which he arrived. 
It, will bo seen that the tests advocated 
are physical ones, as he eanie to the con- 
clusion that chemical testing gave no 
reliable results. 


First—India rubber should not give 


the slightest sign of superficial cracks 
oa being best to aa uugle of ISO de- 
grees after fir« hours' exposure in a 
closed air bath to a temperature of 12,") 
degrees C. 
The test pieces should be 


about ti centimeters thick.. 


Second.—Rubber containing not more 


than 30 per cent by weight of metallic 
oiddes should stretch to five times its 
length without breaking 


Third.—Pure caoutchouc free from 


all foreign matter, except the sulphur 
necessary for its vulcanization, should 
stretch seven times its length, without 
breaking. 


Fourth. — The extension measured 


immediately after rupture should not 
exceed 13 per centof the original length 
of the test piece. The test pieces should 
be from 3 to 12 millimeters wide, and 
not more than 8 millimeters thick and 
3 centimeters long. 


Fifth.—The percentage of ash gives 


a certain indication of the degree of 
softness, and may form a basis for the 
choice between different qualities for 
certain purposes. 


Any excesses of lulphur over that re 


quired for vulcanization should be re- 
moved at the works, and should not ap- 
pear on the mrface of any object

very well calculated to give useful indi 
cation to engineers aa to the quality a 
the goods they are buying, only we 
would interpolate here the remark tha 
unless a good price is paid for the rub 
her it 18 no use submitting it to such 
physical testa aa these 
India rubber 


substitutes made from oil and "recover 
ed rubbers"—that is, old rubber workei 
np again with oil—have nothing like the 
elasticity appertaining to new, SOUIK 
rubber, and they are quite incapable o 
standing the elongation or heat tests 
mentioned. —Engineering.

Somber and Terrible Waa the Seeme at 


the Moment of Totality. 


Mrs. Mabel Loomis Todd, writing in 


The Atlantic of an eclipse seen in Ja- 
pan, says: "Just before totality, to oc- 
cur, at 3 minutes after 3 o'clock, I went 
over to the little lighthouse, taking 
up my appointed station on tho sum- 
mit, an ideal vantage ground for a spec- 
tacle beyond auything else I ever wit- 
nessed.

corn growing sections and manufactur- 
ers «e perfecting them year by year. 
While nice will hardly ever come into 
general use all fanners who raise corn 
will want Home i™«Mg of utilizing th« 
valuable fodder, the common habit of 
wasting which is one of the greatest 
leaks in American agriculture. 


The butts of the corn plant contains 


more nutriment than the soft top and 
leaves, bat, as The Farm Journal ex- 
plains, when chopped off, however short 
the cot may be, there is left a sharp 
edge that hurts the mouths of cattle 
and causes them to become sore. In 


redd&d fodder th&r& are' no sharp 


edges, bat the entire outer surface is 
broken and crashed so that it becomes 
like coarse bay and can be eaten with- 
out difficulty by any stock 011 the farm. 


This corn hay can be bandied with a 


pitchfork like hay, can be baled like 
hay and sold at- a good price in city 
markets. Whatever waste there is in 
feeding this material goes into the ma- 
nure heap in the best possible shape; in 
fact, the waste makes the very beet 
stable bedding, which certainly cannot 
be said of the whole stalks. 


There are machines that shred the 


fodder and husk the com at the same 
time. When the corn and fodder are 
both dry, this does excellent work. In 
rainy Reasons and when corn ripens late 
it is difficult to preserve the 'odder and 
the grain too. 


While this plan requires more hand 


work, the shredding can he left until

A Kaunas correspondent of Oraiipe 


Jodd Farmer writes: Last season I sne- 
oMgfuIly stored 2,000 bushels of beets 
oat of doors. With a stirring plow four 
deep farrows of the required length 
wen made in a well drained place. The 
loose dirt was then shoveled out, leav- 
ing s shallow trench. The beets were 
polled and hauled to the trench in a 
wagon, where they were topped by 
hand and piled in, bringing to a well 
rounded top. They were then covered 
with dry hay or straw and a few inches 
of dirt thrown on. To prevent heating 
a wisp of hay was twisted and left 
sticking np through the top of the cov- 
ering, thus giving free ventilation until 
colder weather. 


A* the season advanced more dirt was 


added until by the time winter had set- 
tled down enough had been pat on to 
prevent freezing. Some favor burring 
without the straw covering. I tried 
both ways and found each method was 
equally effective, but the trench with 
the straw covering was much the easi- 
er and convenient to handle when 
opened. Should s farmer have a frost- 
proof cave where he could put, a few 
bushels at a time the trench need be 
opened only on the snrny, warm days, 
and the disagreeable task of taking ont 
the roots in cold or stormy weather 
would be done away with.

The Journalist In Court. 


A journalist stands on a very dif- 


ferent plane from the advocate, the 
physician or the priest of a church 
whose tenets prescribe confession. 
The immunity of the first has al- 
ways been recognized both in the 
Roman and common law, although 
one civilian thought that an advo- 
cate might lawfully be put to the 
torture and compelled to reveal the 
secrets of'a client, but this doctrine 
appears to have met with strong 
disapprobation on the part of both 
the bench and bar. The doctrine as 
to the immunity of the physician 
and priest was a later outgrowth 
and rests upon grounds too obvious 
to be discussed. But a very differ- 
ent state ot facts is presented when 
we come to consider the case of a 
reporter or editor of a newspaper. 
While conceding the importance of 
the press as a factor in the unearth- 
ing of wrongdoing, it would seem 
to be exceedingly inexpedient to 
permit it to take shelter behind a 
question of privilege. 


Where newspaper articles have 


been published injurious to charac- 
ter the person libeled should have 
a right to find out at whose instiga- 
tion and upon whose authority they 
might happen to have been written. 
The doctrine of pflVileget! commu- 
nication should never be us«l »o 
hide the machinations of some secret 
enemy, simply because he may 
choose to direct his attacks through 
the medium of the public press. It 
can hardly be said that a public offi- 
cial (this is cited merely as an illus- 
tration) against whom a charge of 
malfeasance in office has wrongfully 
been brought, should be restricted 
to bis remedy%gainst the newspa- 
per itself in a libel suit and not be 
permitted to obtain the name of bis 
true accuser.—University Law Re- 
view. 


Raindrop* la the Sea.' 


Those who have observed the 


smoothing down of a turbulent sea 
beneath a pelting of rain will be in- 
terested in an English scientist's ex- 
planation of the phenomenon. Each 
drop, he says, sends below the sur- 
face a certain quantity of water iu 
the form of rings, which, with grad- 
ually decreasing velocity and in- 
creasing size, descend as much as 18 
inches below the surface. Therefore 
when rain is falling on the sea there 
is as much motion' immediately be- 
neath the surface as above, only the 
drops are larger and their motion 
slower. Thus, unseen by the human 
eye, the water at the surface is be- 
ing made to continually change 
places with that beneath, and in this 
way the wave motion is destrcyed. 
—New York Journal 


Forgeries.

The portion of a 
document which is suspected of having 
been altered is flr.st moistened, and 
then, afti'r being dried, is exnosod to 
the action of vapor of iodine,. The, por- 
tion than moistened, if it has been »1- 
tfrcd, assume* a violet tint, while tlio 
other portion appears a brownish yel- 
low 
Thit. action is evidently cine to 


the removal of a portion of tho sfwch 
contained in the size of tho paper. Tho 
mme process will even reveal the exint- 
ence of pencil marks erased by rjihhing.

But behind these brutal slayers of 


human beingb stand, as* constructive 
sharers iu their guilt, the corporations 
that armed these destroyers of human 
life— aye, and even the custodians of 
judicial authority who have lent the 
sanction of courts to uphold the out 
rageons edict that free men can be en 
joined out of exercising the liberties 
guaranteed them by the constitution of 
the United States and of every state in 
the Union, because, forsooth, grasping 
and cruel capitalists have gone before 
them and sworn that men who have 
done no wrong are surcharged with an 
intention to do injury to their property. 
The wholesale murder at Lattimer is the 
logical outcome of tho usnrpativo pro- 
cedure of certain federal judges in Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia ia granting 
injunctions depriving citizens of the 
right of peaceable assembly, of the right 
to use the public highways, and infer- 
enrially of the right to exercise free- 
dom of speech. Little wonder that an 
ignorant and subservient sheriff, with 
this judicial interpretation before his 
eyes, should bar the public highways to 
the progress of peaceable citizens. Lit- 
tle wonder that he should order his 
armed minions to shoot them down like 
dogs when they refused to obey his tyr- 
annous commands. Little wonder that 
his order to slay was obeyed and that 
the horrors of Armenia were duplicated 
on the soil of free America. 


There on that Pennsylvania moun- 


tain road was written in blood these 
facts: Property is above man, The 
rights of corporations are paramount 
The rights of individuals are nil. Com- 
bined wealth and its sharers are the 
wards of the courts wid the law. Labor, 
which is the basic value maker that un- 
derlies all tho possessions of the one 
and is entitled to the fullest protection 
of the other, has been cast, as was Ish- 
mael from the tent of his father, by the 
aggressions of aggregated capital and its 
offlceholding servitors. These are the 
conclusions the millions of laboring 
men will read from the recent butchery 
of miners on that Pennsylvania moun- 
tain road 
Other millions of American 


citizens, who are on the farms and in 
the stores, in the professions and in 
other lines of effort, will bear of this 
slaughter with horror. They wll trace 
its causes to their source. The thought 
will come to them that the oppression 
of the humblest stratum of our social 
fabric will lead, step by step, to the op- 
pression of all the other*. They will 
reason, if any element in this republic, 
can, by corrupting the fountains of 
antuntity, suppress the rights <ir take 
away the liberties of any other element, 
tho usurpation will grow and spread 
until, like the deadly upas tree, it will 
poison and destroy the manhood, the 
freedom and tho life of our republic. 


Thinking thus, American citizens 


will act as manhood and patriotism dic- 
tate 
Tho problem that confronts them 


is too big for partisanship. They will 
determine its solution in the right way. 
A majority of the American people are 
not yet ready to agree to tho principle* 
embodied in the government by injunc- 
tion. A majority of the voters of this 
couatry .uti not prepared to place ••Jf-he 
dollar above the man, or to subscribe to 
the doctrine that a coal mine is worth 
more than tbc life Wood of a score of 
men, the brokiti he.irts of their wives 
and the tears of their children. That 
the victims of this, tragedy are ignorant, 
famished and poor makes them more 
entitled to the protecting a?gis of that 
law in whow namo their slaughter has 
been perpftrated. Their deaths will 
quicken action in tho slumbering masses. 
The American people will meet the 
emergency thoughtfully and effectively 
— not with violence, bnt with the Majes- 
tic hwecp of cnlighu-ncd suffrage awak- 
ened into motiui by the resistless in- 
spiration of patriotism. Not by bullets, 
bnt by ballots will they rako these ag- 
gressive, corporal ions and their judicial 
tools by tlie throats and hurl thoiu 
down. Government by injunction has 
written its own death warrant in letters 
of blood — Kansas City Times.

During 
Ihree vi«t.- at long intervals to thiu 
rouniry. anJ wiiilf associating with 
all sort* and conditions ot men,'' 1 
have never been a bio to Cud ur.y 
antbority tor this imiuvtft*ion. Haw 
thorne told tho wfoolw story when 
he pointed out that any mutual di.- 
like between the two nations w::* 
collective and not individual; that 
tbe individuals weie apt to frater- 
nize Hell enough, but that €acb re- 
tained a vague prejudice against the 
whole body of tbe other nation. 
English people are apt to like the 
Americans whom they know, but to 
retain the impression—no doubt 
sometimes justifiable—that there 
are a great many other* whom, if 
they knew, they should not like, 
and this is much tbe way in winch 
Americans feel about English men 
and women. The distrust is generic, 
while the liking is individual. 
Per- 


haps it would be pleasantcr if tbe 
distrust were nonexistent, but it is 
something to feel that each may do 
something to overcome it and to 
help later travelers by making tbe 
liking more general. It is true that 
on the continent of Europe English 
people are or were apt to appear at 
disadvantage; to regard themselves 
as being sheep in tbe midst of pos- 
sible wolves, which, indeed, they 
often are. But on their own ground 
tbe instinct of personal hospitality 
is traditional, and they are especial- 
ly disposed to regard Americana as 
friends—a confidence often mis- 
placed, I regret to say, among the 
unscrupulous or ungracious. 


The very fact that such marked 


distinctions of rank exist among 
themselves makes them incline to- 
ward Americans, who offer no such 
extreme complications. 
Indeed it 


sometimes happens that an Ameri- 
can lady, like a bride, may be given 
precedence over others simply be- 
cause, having no definite rank, she 
may as well be put at the head 
as at the foot, especially it she 
us personally attractive. Iu truth 
the Used order of English soci- 
ety, if occasionally n social con- 
venience, is also a yoke, and there 
is sometimes a positive willingness 
»o relax it and net ns if there were 
no such thins;- Just as in English 
ronntry houses the almost exoessivo 
formality of the dinner is balanced 
by the utter informality of the 
breakfast, where the servants aro 
excluded, and every man guest 
jumps up and gets whatever he 
pleases from the sideboard, so En 
lisb people seem to have rather a 
liking for the somewhat novel flavor 
of Americans, and readily pardon it 
when the order of precedence proves 
a matter too complex for our intel- 
lects to fathom. And it is also to be 
remembered that the society which 
is apt to attract American visitors 
the njofct is that of English author: 
and artists, who usually havo very 
little connection with the order of 
precedence in any way.—Harper's 
Bawir.

The night of the wreck the paseen 


ger train palled into Penyebarg over 
four minutes ahead of time, and at 
tbe time the wreck occurred it should 
have been only one minute out of 
Hayes, the first station north of Per- 
rysburg. Engineer Sheely, who was 
on the passenger, was given bis time 
one day last week. Howard Heft, 
the rear brakeman whom conductor 
D. M. Anderson ordered back to flag 
the passenger train tbat night, was 
last evening given his time, as was 
also conductor Anderson.

Osmsn, the engineer who was on the 
freight, was given thirty days; bis 
time will be up the nth inst. He 
was blamed for not pulling onto the 
siding as soon as tbe freight arrived 
at Perrysbnrg. 


It was a surprise to many tbat 


conductor Andenou was discharged, 
as it wss believed that he would be 
exonerated from any blame, but gen- 
eral manager Waldo saw it different- 
ly. Mr. Anderson has been with the 
O., H. ft D. since 1881, and during 
tbat time has had only nine days 
marked up against him.
